Not that the 
comfort of a pillow or any number 
of pillows desired is bad for asthma.

With tho exception of a dwindling 


proportion of tho population that 
still likes being humbugged, people 
subject to asthma generally 
know 


today that the condition Is, like 
hives, caused by a peculiar individ- 
ual sensitivity to some protein sub- 
stance that gets Into the blood 
through some avenue other than 
normal digestion. To indicate this 
peculiar condition, which gives rise 
to spasmodic bronchial asthma in 
some cases, to hives in other cases, 
to sudden and mysterious digestive 
disturbances readily assumed to be 
"ptomaine poisoning" In other cases, 
to hyperesthetic rhinitis in other 
cases, to glant^hives (angioneurotic 
edema) in other cases, and some- 
times perhaps to persistent or re- 
curring Outbreaks of eczema, there 
are several names unfamiliar to the 
laity but in common usage among 
physicians. One name Is anaphylax- 
is, the attack being called an an- 
aphylactic reaction; anaphylactlc is 
the opposite of the familiar word 
prophylactic; prophylactic Is pre- 
ventive or protective—the medical 
advisors of our dictionary makers 
are a bit old fashioned and hadn't 
heard of anaphylactic when they 
submitted definitions, of prophylac- 
tic; or maybe they are Just optimis- 
tic. Another term for anaphyloxis 
Is allergy; another Is hypersuscepti- 
blllty; another is atopy. The condi- 
tion is of great importance because 
it is a fundamental part of immuni- 
ty. 


There are many legends of queer 


persons who get all fussed up and 
distressed if they enter a room 
where there is, say, a cat, even 
though they do not see the cat. Of 
course these sensitive souls are act- 
ually sensitized '"to cat hair 
or 


dander, and probably suffer an ana- 
phylactic reaction from inhaling a 
minute quantity of it on entering 
the environment of the animal. The 
source of such manifestation may be 
a dog, a parrot, a canary, a horse— 
if you keep a horse in your living- 
room—or almost any household pet 
except goldfish. 


Long before we learned that the 


nature of spasmodic bronchial as- 
thma is always anaphylactlc, it was 
common knowledge that certain suf- 
ferers had attacks when they came 
info close contact with feathers, par- 
ticularly 
the 
feathers 
of geese. 


With less strain on the scientific 
foundations than the fiction writers 
usually require, one might steal 
Eden Phllpott's "Mystery of the 
Gray Room" and select as occupants 
only anaphylactic subjects, and still 
have a first class yarn. Wonderful 
opportunity for the medically train- 
ed detective to discover Indications 
of anaphylactlc sensitivity in the 
proposed victims and even to put his 
theory to a test without giving away 
the solution until tho proper mo- 
men. 


Feather and down pillows became 


suspects long since; hair mattresses 
or upholstery was later condemned, 
in certain cases; now Dr. Grafton T. 
Brown finds that even kapok fiber 
(sometimes inaccurately called "silk 
floss") li responsible for asthma In 
not a few cnsej.

His grand- 
father, too, on the maternal side was 
a senator, as uell as secretary of the 
Interior. 


A LAWYER 


Early the son was picked to suc- 


ceed his father In politics. After be- 
ing graduated from Harvard he at- 
tended the Columbia university law 
school.for a year, but quit to enter 
his uncle's law office in Portland to 
prepare himself for the bar.

He was associated with his uncle 


for a time in a law firm, and upon 
his death succeeded to his practice. 


Senator Kale's first venture into 


politics was in 1905 when he was 
chosen to serve in the Maine legis- 
lature. It was not until 1916 that 
he came to the United States sen- 
ate. 


His career in the senate has been 


regularly Republican with progres- 
sive leanings at times. He made a 
single-handed fight to liave fertilizer 
removed from tariff duty and won. 
Three months after the armlstic was 
signed In 1918, in a speech'in the 
senate, 
he 
demanded 
immediate 


withdrawal of American troops, from 
Europe on^ the grounds that their 
presence there might lead to diffi- 
culty. 


He cast his vote for the eighteenth 


amendment. He also voted for wo- 
men's suffrage. 


LIKES FISHING 


Senator Hale is a bachelor and is 


55 years old. He plays golf for* re- 
creation when he is In Washington, 
but back In Maine his great love for 
outdoor sports comes first Camping 
and fishing are favorite means of di- 
version to him. 


Rarely does he speak on the floor 


of the senate on anything except the 
navy and its needs. He has made 
the navy }he ono big thing of his 
career as a senator. He has been 
chairman,of the naval affairs com- 
mittee since the 
beginning: of his 


second term in 1022. 


Senator Hale believes that "a pow- 


erful American navy is the strong- 
est factor for peace in the world. 
During the last session of congress, 
over powerful opposition, he succeed- 
ed in getting passed the bill provid- 
ing for 15 additional cruisers. And 
over the opposition of Coolldge and 
the views of Hoover, then president, 
elect, he succeeded in having retain- 
ed In the bill the time limit for con- 
struction clause. 


Just what his attitude will be to- 


ward President Hoover's views on 
limitation or armanent is. a matter 
of conjecture. His stand In the past 
Is well known.

The texture of macaroni, being quite 
soft, needs a crisp food of contrast- 
ing texture for a satisfactory com- 
bination. As macaroni is also a ra- 
ther concentrated food, It sKould be 
served with foods which will add 
bulk or "roughage" to the menu. Po- 
tatoes and rice or tapioca should not 
bo served at the same meal with 
macaroni. 


Macaroni, spaghetti or vermicelli 


can be used 
interchangeably 
in 


most recipes. While any of these 
pastes should be tender all the way 
through when cooked, they should 
not become a soft, pasty, shapeless 
mass. Overcooking produces as un- 
palatable a result as undcrcooking. 
Allow two quarts of boiling water 
and two teabpoons of salt for each 
qup of macaroni to be cooked and 
cook jintil tender. The length of time 
varies somewhat, depending on the 
kind of macaroni uesd. If the mac- 
aroni is to be served in a^ sauce or 
salad it should be thoroughly cook- 
ed. but if it's to be baked with- other 
ingredients it should not be cooked 
in boiling water until tender — just 
underdone will furnish the most sat- 
isfactory baked dish. 


When the paste is cooked until 


tender in boiling water, put it into 
a colander to drain and rinse in 
cold water to whiten and make "firm. 
The water drained from the ma- 
caroni can be used in soups or gra- 
vies.

the macaroni products. 


There are many interesting shapes 


and brands of macaroni products on 
the market which add variety to the 
•ways of serving the pastes. Bow 
knots, shells, alphabets, twists are 
made particularly for the Italian 
trade but mothers will find them a 
source of delight for. children. 


A very hard wheat Is used for 


the milling of the flour which Is to 
be used for the making of macaroni 
products. This flour is know as sem- 
olina. Macaroni made from pure se- 
molina has a rich yellowish > tinge 
while that made from a , blend of 
&<.moUna and tiio farina of sprins 
wheat is not quite so yellow. 


High In Food Value 


Macaroni Is rich in two of the 


most Important food constituents 
and the cook can add the third in 
her sauce. Consequently the house- 
wife can serve one dish which will 
supply the muscle building element 
derived from protein, the energy 
producing element derived from car- 
bohydrates and the reserve 
force 


element derived from fat. 


Although macaroni Is tery nutri- 


tious, it's a somewhat bland food 
and should be combined with other 
foods that have a decided flavor. 
The texture of macaroni, being quite 
soft, needs a crisp food of contrast- 
ing texture for a satisfactory com- 
bination. As macaroni is also a fa- 
ther concentrated food, it sKould be 
served with foods which will add 
bulk or "roughage" to the menu. Po- 
tatoes and rice or tapioca should not 
bo served at the same meal with 
macaroni. 


Macaroni, spaghetti or vermicelli 


can be used 
interchangeably 
in 


most recipes. While any of these 
pastes should be tender all the way 
through when cooked, they should 
not become a soft, pasty, shapeless 
mass. Overcooking produces as un- 
palatable a result as undercooking. 
Allow two quarts of boiling water 
and two teaspoons of salt for each 
:up of macaroni to be cooked and 
cookjtntil tender. The length of time 
varies somewhat, depending on the 
kind of macaroni uesd. If the mac- 
aroni is to be served in a*, sauce or 
salad it should be thoroughly cook- 
ed, but if it's to be baked with-other 
ngredlents it should not be cooked 
n boiling water until tender — Just 
underdone will furnish the most sat- 
isfactory baked dish. 


When the paste is cooked until 


lender in boiling water, put it into 
a colander to drain and rinse in 
cold water to whiten and make "firm. 
The water drained from, the ma- 
caroni can be used in soups or •gra- 
vies.
